United States Treasury for the Post 
Office Department for the fiscal year 
ending the 30th of June last, shows 
that the actual deficit in the cost of the 
postal service during the period was 
only 13,031,455, A remarkably small 
deficit, which is nearly $I,GUO,UOO less 
than that ol' tho preceding year. Tho 
total revenue of tho Post Office Depart- 
ment for the last fiscal year was t'tO,- 
031,832, an increase of $765,405, and 
the total expenditures (3:),073,43T, a 
decrease of $1,091,747. 
In compuri 


son with tbo preceding year, of the last 
named amount, $785,612 was saved by 
the law which changed the basis of the 
Postmasters' compensation from com- 
mission «n stumps sold to coinmisiioii 
on stamps vanocled, and the remainder 
by the reduction of componsaiion al- 
lowed railroadfl. Tho states returning 
large revenue were New Vork, with 
$5,710,310, Pennsylvania, $3,732,593; 
Illinois, $2,393,627; 
Massachusetts,

DEATH OF GENERAL HOOKEB. 


Chicago Journal, Sou. I, 


The sadden death of two of Ameri 


oa's most distinguished men IB announ 
oed to-day—that of the Hon. Zaobarial 
Ctiandler, of Michigan, who was found 
dead in bed at hia hotel in this city on 
Saturday morning, and that of Major 
General Hooker, of the arm;, who was 
seized with a sudden illness and died in 
an hour afterward at hm hotel at Gar 
den City, L. I., Friday evening. W 
apeak of Mr. Chandler and his publi 
career in another part of this paper.— 
General Hooker's career was of quite a 
different character, his life's efforts hav 
ing been devoted, not to the eivil, bat 
to the military service of hia country. 


General Hooker was a native of Mas 


sachusetts, and was 60 year a of age 
Ilia military career commenced as a ca- 
det ut West Point in 1833, and closed 
when, owing to hin impaired health, he 
was placed on tho retired list. 
He 


emerged from active service in the Mex 
ioan war as a captain. He resigned his 
army commission in 1853, and devotee 
himself to road-construction and (arm 
ing in California, until the breaking oul 
of the rebellion, in 1801, when hi 
camo East and was commissioned as i 
lieutenant colonel in the regular army 
and as a brigadier general ot volunteers 
He commanded a division in the Army 
of the Potomac when Gen. McClellan 
commanded that army, and during the 
desperate battles of that campaign hi 
distinguished himself for his dash anc 
bravery, and was promoted to a major 
genoralihip. 
During General Pope's 


operations near Washington, he com 
mandcd a division, and wna wounded at 
Antictam. In 1863 lie was placed in 
chief command ol llie Army of the Po 
tonuo, and led that great army through 
all its trials and achievements from 
that timo until the battle of Gettys- 
burg. In September, 1863, be was ap 
pointed to the command of the Twenti- 
eth Army Corps, then at Chattanooga. 
It was during that Autumn's campaign 
that he especially distinguished himself 
being ono of the chief heroes in the 
famous battles of Lookout Mountain 
and Missionary Ridge. 
When Sher- 


man's army reached Atlanta he was re 
lieved of his command in that depart 
mcnt, and 
that 
virtually closed his 


prominence as an'active military com 
mandcr. He was placed on the retiree 
list in I860, with the full rank of a ma 
jor general, and had ever since been 
seeking health. 
Ho had suffered grc it 


ly from paralysis and kindred diseases 
The name of "Fighting Joo Hook-V 
has become historical.

riiih Chandler, ef Michig»n, w»s found 
dead in his bed at th* Grind Faoifio 
hotel, this morning. 
He had 
been 


speaking in Wiioontin and lait night 
addressed an immenie audienoe at Mo- 
Gormiok'a hall, in thiioily,and spoke 
with hia utual earneitnew. After the 
meeting, when he and Senator Logan 
and Hon. Jesse Spautding were sitting 
in bin room engaged in eonrersatiOD, 
Senator Chandler oomplained of indi- 
gestion, as he had complained of the 
same distressing feeling while en route 
to the city with the gentlemen. 
Mr. 


Spaulding suggested that he remain 
orer in the city until Saturday night, 
but he said business affaire required bin 
attentien at home, and the order was 
given to have him called in the morning 
at 7 o'clock. His friends then bade 
him good night and left. This is the 
last time the Senator was seen alive.- 
This morning when the office boy called 
him there was no response, and as upon 
repetition, silence prevailed, the clerk 
effected an entrance through the tran- 
som and found that the senator was 
dead. The body was not quite cold,and 
the physician who was present decided 
that death occurred abont three hours 
before discover;. The face looked tran- 
quil, showing that death was painless. 
The coroner will hold an inquest. 


John B. Drake telegraphed President 


Hayes the sad intelligence about eight 
o'clock. 


From a partial examination by Mr. 


McVickcr, who was immediately called, 
it is the opinion that death was the re 
suit of a sudden congestion of the 
lungs, brought about by a cold which 
was contracted at Janesville, 


The coroner's inquest waa held at 


the Grand Pacific to night, and after 
considerable evidence had been taken, 
the following verdict was rendered : 


Tliitt y.ncharlab Ohnndler, now lying 


Ueiul at the Grand Central Hotel, in tbe 
city or Chicago, county of Cook, state of 
Illinois, came to his death on the 1st day 
of November, A. D 1870, at the Qrand 
Pacific hotel, in said Chicago, after mid- 
night and before seven o'clock in the 
morning, from natural causes, which,from 
the evidence, we find to l>f cerebral hem- 
orrhage. 


Tho friends and relatives of deceased 


objected to a complete post mortem 
examination. The body has been pla- 
ced in a suitable casket and orders giv- 
en for embalming. Leonard A. Volk, 
sculptor, took a east of the head this 
afternoon, which he states is one of the 
best be ever made, it being a oast of the 
entire head instead of the face, as is 
•sual. Several meetings have been held 
to-night by various organizations and all 
have sdoptejl fitting resolutions of rf- 
spect.'

BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Zaohariah Chandler was born in Bed- 


ford, N. H., Deo. 10, 1813. His edu- 
cation was limited to that of the com- 
mon schools and academy in his native 
state. In 1833.be removed to Detroit, 
and shortly afterwards engaged in the 
dry goods business. He was elected 
Mayor of Detroit in 1861, aud in 1852 
was the nominee of the Whig party 
for Governor of Michigan. He made 
an active canvass and ran far ahead ot 
his ticket, but tbe Democratic party 
was in the asuendenoy in the State. In 
1857, the Republican party having 
tome into power, in Michigan, Chandler 
was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate to succeed Lewis Cass, and took his 
seat March 4, 1857. 


He at once took prominent and radi- 


«al ground in hostility to tbe encroach- 
ments of slavery. He made speeches 
in opposition to the admission of Kan- 
sas under the Lecompton Constitution, 
in opposition to the annexation of Cuba, 
and other measures which wore strongly 
urged in the interest of tbe South. 
As a member of the Committee on 
Commerce he actively promoted meas- 
ures for the improvement of the com- 
merce of the lakes, chief of which was 
the appropriation for the construction 
of a ship canal through the St. Clair 
flats. He was re-elected in 1863, and 
again in 1869, thus serving in the Sen- 
ate eighteen years. In December, 1861, 
he moved the appointment of the Com- 
mittee on the Conduct of the War, 
and, though declining the Chairman- 
ship, was the guiding spirit. 
Mr. 


Chandler was made Chairman of the 
Committee on Commerce, and held that 
position until tbe expiration of his third 
term, March 3, 1875. 
He was one of 


the most earnest supporters of the Ad 
ministrations of Lincoln and Grant, 
possessing the firm friendship and es- 
teem of those men and Mr. Htantoii. 
Mr, Stan ton was appointed to the Su 
preme bench at Mr. Chandler's request 
on the same day that the request was 
made. 
On July 16, 1862 Senator 


Chandler delivered in the Senate the 
jroatest speech of his first eighteen 
years of service. It was in relation to 
the conduct of the War, and his severe 
criticism of MoClellan's career led in 
the end to tbe transfer of Gen. Grant 
to the command of the Army of the 
Potomac. 
As one of Presdent Lin- 


coln's most trusted friends Mr. Chan- 
dler was one of the Committee to ao- 
jompany the martyr President's remains 
x> his home in Springfield, III. 
From 


he time of his entrance into public life 
Mr. Chandler was an active and most 
sagacious politician, and party success 
was generally assured when his advice 
was followed. He always advocated a 
irotective tariff for the encouragement 
of borne manufactures, 'and earnestly 
advocated and often secured Govern- 
ment aid for river and harbor improve- 
ments. He was among the first who 
avored the overthrow of the slave 


power, the preservation of the integrit 
and honor of the country, and protee 
tion by law of all the rights of the hum 
blest citizen. He waa regarded alik 
in public and private affairs as a ma 
of unquestioned integrity, whose wot 
waa as good as his bond, possessed o 
great practicability, wonderful powers 
of intuition, and moral courage seoon 
to none. He was Chairman of th 
Union Congressional Committee fo 
four years; was made a member of the 
National Republican Committee in 1876 
and was chosen Chairman for four years 
His care and vigilance did much to se 
cure the election of Mr. Hayes to th 
Presidency. On the morning after th 
election he sent this report: "Haye 
has 185 votes and is elected," which 
though efteo disputed, after a contes 
of the kind never before known in Amer 
ioan politics, proved to be true. In th 
Senatorial election by tbe Michiga 
Legislature in 1875, Senator Chandle 
was nominated by the Republicans fo 
a fourth term. The Republican legis 
latiye majority that year was but te 
on joint ballot, and on the first-vote b 
both houses Jan. 21, 1875, Mr. Chan 
dler lacked three votes of being elected 
owing to a very decided opposition of 
few Republicans opposed to him. Oi 
the second ballot the Democrats, wit 
one exception, voted with six bolting 
Republicans for Isaac P. Christians; 
an* of the Supreme Court Judges, ane 
the latter was thus elected by one ma 
jority. Oct. 19, 1875, Mr. Chandle 
was apppintH Secretary of the Interio 
by President Grant, holding the posi 
tion until after the inauguration o 
President Hayes.

extorting praise from his enemies 
He introduced and carried out a system 
of regeneration and reform in civil ser 
vice such as was never before seen 
Washington. 


In less than one week he dismisse 


every clerk from one room in the pat 
ent office for dishonesty or immorality 
thoroughly examined and sifted othe 
bureaus, especially the Indian office 
where bribery and corrnption ran riol 
and thoroughly renovated the who! 
department—a series of reforms bein 
adopted which were radical, praotica 
and effectual, requiring an amount o 
moral courage and executive ability sel 
dom possessed by public officials. 


In 1878 he was chairman of the II 


publican state committee of Michigan 
and did herculean work for the part; 
securing the return of an unbroken del 
egation, Republican, to the present con 
gress. On the 10th of February las 
Senator Christiancy resigned his offie 
to accept the position of U. S. Ministe 
to Peru, and on the 18th of tho sam 
month Mr. Chandler was elected to fi 
the vacancy thus occasioned by a vot 
in both houses of 88 to 40 for all oth 
ers. He at once took his seat for th 
term expiring March 4, 1881. 
Agai: 


he at once stepped to a leading ponitio 
in tbe upper house of congress, am 
shortly after taking his seat electriflci 


speech against placing the name of Jel 
Davis on the Mexican War pension rol 
For the past few weeks Mr. Chandle 
had been making speeches in Massachu 
setts, Ohio, New York and Wisconsin 
awakening the enthusiasm of the peopl 
everywhere to a surprising degree. I 
response to a request, he telegraphe 
from Chicago Friday afternoon that h 
would address a Republican meeting ii 
Detroit on Monday evening, the nigh 
before what promises to be the tnos 
exciting municipal election ever belt 
there.
